ROM the pen of an English layman comes an article 

which first appeared in Bournemouth, England. It 

came to the attention of the Rev. Dr. George P 

Sargent, Rector of St. Bartholomew's Church, New 
York City. Since then thousands of copies ,were printed 
by the Millbrook Press, Millbrook, Long Island, To the 
many (thousands in this city!) who have forgotten the 
Church and its power upon the lives of people every 
where, we wish to present this pointed and thought 
provoking article. 


Here it is! 


“We have been a pleasure-loving people, dishonouring 
God's day, picnicking and bathing. Now the seashores are 
barred; no picnics, no bathing 


“We have preferred motor travel to church-going 


Now there is a shortage of motor fuel 


“We have ignored the ringing of the church bells call 


ing us to worship, Now the bells cannot ring except to 
warn of invasion 

“We have left the churches half empty when they 
should have been filled with worshippers. Now they are 
in ruins 

“The money we would not give to the Lord’s work 
now is taken from us in taxes and higher prices 

“The food for which we forgot to return thanks—now 
is unobtainable 

“The service we refused to give God—now is con 
scripted for the country. 

“Lives we refused to live under God's control—now 
are under the nation’s control. 

“Nights we would not spend “watching unto prayer 
now are spent in anxious air-raid precautions 

“The evils of Godless modern ideologies we would 
not fight. Now see what Germany, the seat of this teach- 
ing, has produced.” 

What that English layman so aptly and truthfully 
penned is applicable here His whole article may be 


summed in that passage of Scripture, so often neglected or 
even discarded, namely: “Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” In this city there are thousands who never darken 
the door of any church Their children are spasmodically 
sent to Sunday School. Mothers thrill over their children’s 
knowledge of movie stars, gangster programs, dancing 
ability, but never give thought to their children’s spiritual 
life, Fathers unthinkingly argue, “Churches are all right 
for women and children, but not for “he-men.” Yet the 
truth of the matter is that it takes a real “he-man” to be 
a Christian, to live up to the mandates and printiples laid 
down by God himself. 


The world is in a chaotic state of affairs politically, 
socially, economically. That is a truism, We have looked 
to men for solutions to our problems and men have failed 
us. The Church, too, has tried all kinds of programs and 
plans to stimulate interest in her work. There is but one 
answer to the enormous task and problem before us. It is 
high time that we awaken from our spiritual lethargy, 
become active members in the great army of our Lord, 
earnestly contend for our glorious faith, the faith of the 
Christian Church, faith in the Bible, confidence and trust 
in God, faith in our living and reigning Christ. Who alone 
can save to the uttermost. Do we want a “Schnickle- 
grubber” philosophy of life? Do we want to become slaves

any given case it is nevertheless 
possible to outline some general 
rules which will frequently prove 
helpful. 

No matter what the possible 
cause may be it is a good paln at 
the beginning of the treatment

The 
type of fast which will accomplish 
/the most is the fast on fruit juices, 
or the fast on plain water. A four 
or five day fast will usually prove 
beneficial whether the heart di 

order is caused from the pressure 
of food, from a general toxemia, 0!

| The heart niust inevitably have 
less work to do while the patient ts 
fasting and he should therefore 
not hesitate to attempt it because 
he fecls weak. He is usual stronger 
at the end of the fast and often 
finds that the heart working 
more efficiently at that time than 
previously. 

Regardless of the particular form 
of heart disorder I suggest the fast 
at the start of any regimen design- 
ed to help the heart. While the pa- 
tient is fasting the heart action fre- 
slower, which in- 
dicates that the heart is getting 
something of a rest. When the pa 
tient is omitting the ordinary meals 
the heart is relieved of some of its 
usual work and as a result, it often 
improves.

Three small meals a day should be 
used, keeping the quantity of food
